•Washington, the district commissioners 
issued the following proclamation: 
I'o \vhotn it may concern: 


Whereas., It is reported that special organ- 


ized tuHltes ol mon ;iro approaching the District 
ol CoUnnbia with the avowed purpose of secur- 
ine sin'h congressional action as will relievo 
life comlition of unemployed laborers through- 
out the country; and 


Whereas, Tbo constitutional richt,of petition 


noes not justify methods dangerous lo peace 
ami qood order, which threaten the Quiet of tho 
mttiotial capital, wliic'u HIS contrary to law and 
opposed lo the ordinary means ot obtaining 
R'^'istntive relict under'our system of govern- 
ment: 


Now. therefore, tho commissioners of the dis- 


trict of Columbia, who, arc charged with the 
duty of maintaining peace and good orilcr. and 
\viitt enforcing the laws in said district, bcinfi 
sensible of the gravity of the situation, and 
fully apprcclaling Ihe hardship which must 
i-oine upon many innocent Inn misguided peo- 
ple, do Hereby appeal in tho interest ot lui- 
manlty and in furtherance of the peace and 
good order which aro enjoined by the laws in 
force in said district, to the good sense and pa-, 
triotism of all those engaged in or who contem- 
plate tailing any part in the proposed demon- 
stration, and urge them to reconsider their in- 
tentions to come into the District of Columbia 
for that purpose. 


The commissioners, while in entire 


sympathy with all people out of em- 
ployment, o'nd having no desire or pur- 
pose to deal harshly with unfortunate 
hut honest men who seek relief bj 
reasonable and lawful means, are in 
duty bound to give notice to those who 
are tempted under any pretext to swell 
the number of unemployed persons al- 
ready here, that there is neither work 
for them nor means for their mainte- 
nance in the district- That the law 
does not permit the soliciting of alms 
and forbids assemblages on the capitol 
grounds, and the obstruction of any 
public grounds, streets, highways or 
avenues, and the approaches to public 
or private buildings. 


Tliu commissioners also give notice to 


criminals and evil-doers, who, under 
cover of a crowd of unemployed men iu 
our streets, may come here for the pur- 
pose of crime and disorder, that all 
sucli will be apprehended and sum- 
marily dealt with. 


Finally, they give notice to all who 


come here against their advice and pro- 
test, that the laws in force in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia are adequate for every 
emergency, and will be rigidly en- 
forced. . 


-Mr. .lohn \V. Ross, the president of 


th» board of commissioners, said Mon- 
day afternoon that he had nothing to 
add beyond what is contained in the 
proclamation. The commissioners have 
acquainted themselves fully with all 
the local laws which have reference to 
a movement similar to that of Coxey, 
Hiid it is understood that they have de- 
cided that the army can be treated as 
vagrants.

Not a man went to work, the visitors 
preventing it. The whistles at No. 1 
shaft. La Salle and at Jones' Location, 
south of the river, were blown, but not 
a man responded. 
They left their 


lamps and dinner pails at home and 
mingled with the visitors, who paraded 
the streets. A fireman named Heglcy, 
employed at one of tho shafts, was 
chased a couple of blocks, but made his 
escape into a house. 


All is quiet now and will be as long 


as the men from tho outside 'towns re- 
main, as the 1,000 home miners will not 
try to go to work. 
They say that they 


intend, if possible, to live up to their 
contracts, which expire JMay 1. 
They 


are afraid to go to work, however.in the 
face,of the overwhelmingtmmbers of 
the outside miners now in the city. 
It 


is the first time that La Kalle has been 
invaded in this manner, though her 
miners have been down in Spring Val- 
ley on a similar errand in past years.

Ttift 


handed down tile opinion of the court 
in the cases heard on demurrer last 
December, in which five express, tele- 
graph and telephone companies sought 
relief iu equity against the collection 
of an assessment of state taxes ngaiust 
their properties, under the operation ol 
what is known as the Nichols law, 
which in effect is a repeal of section 
277S of the Ohio statutes. 
The com- 


plainants prayed for the issuance of u 
preliminary 
injunction against 
the 


auditor -of state, attorney general, 
treasurer of state,' and treasurer of 
counties, restraining them from exe- 
cuting a collection o£ the taxes in- 
volved. 


The hearing was or. the demurrer of 


the defense, which raised the question 
of the validity of the repealing act. the 
Nichols law, which was passed on 
AprU\27. ISllo. 
Under that law the as- 


sessed valuation of express, telegraph 
and telephone companies in Ohio is 
based not only upon the actual value 
of the properties owned by them with- 
in the state, but also upon the proper- 
ties else where, including the capital 
stock. 


The Opinion of Judge TaCt declares 


the Xichols law to bo unconstitutional 
and restores the effect ol' section 277S. 
Tho main c:ise in the four which were 
loft, after the early dismissal of that of 
the National K.xpress Co., Wits that of 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. 


That company paid 'tax upon the real 


and personal property within the state, 
but not upon tho gross receipts, us re- 
quired under the old section, so that in 
view of the invalidity of tho Nichols 
law, as the court found it, section 2778 
is restored and the equitable relief 
asked will be denied until tho com- 
plainants pay the taxes on their gross 
receipts in all the counties of the state. 
Tea days was granted them in which 
to do that, and to amend their plead- 
ings accordingly. 


The holding of the court is that tho 


Nicholas law requires the board of ap- 
praisers to use as a controlling ele- 
ment in estimating the value Of the 
property of expross, telegraph and tel- 
ephone companies in the state of Ohio, 
the market value of the stock. Tlie 
evidence showed that, fitter estimating 
the value of the bonds and capital 
stock, the board proceeded in the as- 
sessment upon the theory that the mar- 
ket value of the shares of the capital 
sotck represented u curtain amount oi 
taxable property, in that it b%ore a fixed 
relation to the tangible property of the 
2orporation.

There aro many things which it ap- 


pears a gentleman may do nowadays 
in Ktirope without incurring the loss of 
his rig-ht to that designation by society 
or forfeiting what the latter regards as 
his "honor," says a writer in the New 
York Tribune. Thus ho may avoid 
paying- his creditors, provided they are 
tradespeople or friends, who, instead of 
being- uouteut witli .his plighted word, 
liavu accepted the additional security of 
a promissory note. Indeed, the passing 
of any paper between creditor and 
debtor is held to remove the obligation 
from the list of debts of honor and 
places it araonp; the so-called "trades- 
men's debts," the nonpayment of which 
involves no loss of '•gentilhommerie" 
or of "honor." Debts of honor, that 
is to say, loans based merely upon yerr 
bal obligations anil bets, must be paid 
at all cost, according to the ethics gov- 
erning the "code of honor," even if - 
the debtor has to obtain the money by 
means of methods which verge not 
only upon the dishonorable, but even 
on the ci-imiunl. It is for this reason' 
that wo sometimes hear of young men 
going to tliu length of stealing their 
mother's jewels or forging the name of 
their nearest and dearest relatives, as 
did the eldest son of an English peer 
the other day, for the sake of paying 
their debts of honor, failing which, 
they can no longer hope to retain the 
social status of a gentleman. One has 
heard of men committing snicide, like 
younpr Cotint Aloys " lierdegg a few 
weeks since at Vienna, and the last 
marquis of Hastings, years ago in Lon- 
don, beeauso they were unable to pay 
their "debts of honor," but one has 
never heard of a gentleman taking; 
his own life because he could not pay" 
his tailor..

Connection with a divorce suit, far - 


'frora detracting from the "status of a 
proiitleman," ia, on the contrary, rather 
a feather in his cap, excepting in 
cases where 
the co-respondent pre- 


fers to spealc the truth and acknowl- 
edge his guilt ratherthun perjure him- 
self in the witness box "like a gentle- 
man." 
The most mortal of nil sins in 


the eyes of society, tho one that en- 
tails above everything" else the forfeit- 
ure of the title of gentleman and of 
all honor is unfair play at cards; and 
it is n,o secret that the majority of the 
great families in Europe would, intl- 
nitoly prefer to have a murderer among 
their relatives than a man convicted of 
the offense which resulted in the so- 
cial ostracism of Sir William Gordon 
Gumming', of the duko of Roxeburghe's 
son-in-law, 
George Russell, and of 


Majir, lion. Walter Ilarbord, brother 
of Lord SulHeld. These perhaps are 
the principal things which a "gentle- 
man" and "a mini of honor" may and 
may not do according to the tenets of 
old world society. The latter may be 
summed up in brief as the payment of 
debts of honor, reticence with regard 
to all "alfairs dc coeur" and playing 
fairly, at cards. Provided a man does 
not break these throe commandments 
he may commit every other sin with 
impunity, and if only ho be of gentle 
birtli his shortcomings will be regard- 
ed merely in the light of venal eccen- 
tricities. . • - . - .

Nature There Is Without Attractions of 


Any Kind Whatever. 


Mr. W. Woodville Rockhill describes 


in the Century his' attempt to cross 
Tibet. His picture of a portion of the 
country he traversed is not alluring. 


Life in the Central Asian deserts is 


rough indeed, he says. 


"Nature is without attractions of 


any kind; it is bleak and repelling; 
never a tree is seen, and scarcely a 
flower; except for a month or two in 
the year. Probably the Arctic regions 
alone ofier n. more meager flora. One 
sees only coarse grass, or bare, gravel- 
strewn ground of a reddish tinge. In 
the most favored valleys, and near 
some brackish lakelet, are occasionally 
seen bunches of 
long black-haired 


yaks, antelopes, or wild asses. A stray 
hare or wolf runs across the trail; a 
sheldrake or eagle flies slowly off at 
one's approach. Were it not for the 
wild yaks, travel across this great 
plateau would be impossible, for dry 
yak-duug is the only fuel to be found. 
Should a murrain destroy the lyre- 
horned antelope, 
traveling-, except 


along two frequeated trails, would be- 
come unfeasible. Violet winds pweep 
the country daily, carrying with them 
dense clouds of alkaline dust, which 
pavch and crack the skin and blind tho 
eyes. When it is not blowing, it is 
snowing, hailing or raining. Bogs, 
marshes and sandy wastes, cut at short 
distances by low ranges of moutains 
rarely .rising above the line of per- 
petual snow (though, be it remem- 
bered, the lowest valleys are at a 
greater elevation above the sea than 
tho summit of Mont Blanc), are tho 
characteristics of the/bleak country 
whieh we had to cross uefore the in- 
habited regions of Tibet could be 
reached."

men. One of them afterward died, but 
Bob,'' as we called him, survived and 
got well. For years he bus successfully 
managed a good business, as the keep- 
er of a restaurant am' bakery, and em- 
ployed his brothers and sisters to help 
him. It is wonderful how well he keeps 
track of the business and plans it, and 
he can open doors, go after the mail, 
and attend to a great variety of busi- 
ness. People who have lost their arms 
have become artists, some holding the 
brush in their teeth, and others train- 
ing themselves to paint with their 
feet, holding the brushes in their toes. 
Some years ago there was in Brussels, 
Belgium, an artist with no hands, but 
who was very skillful in using his feet 
in painting. 
He handled the brushes 


and palette with great'skill, and his 
paintings, which were mostly cafes, 
were very attractive. 


Another young man, who lost both 


his leg's and arms, learned to paint by 
holding his brush in his mouth, and 
painted sitting up in bed. Mr. Un- 
than, who performed in New York, is 
without arms, and holds a cornet in his 
toes and puts it to his mouth and 
plays, will eat and drink, feeding him- 
self, loads and shoots guns with accu- 
racy, and plays cards with his feet. 


There arc so many things that a 


man can learn to do, who is unfortun- 
ate, that we admire the pluck and 
persistence of these men, who will not 
let their condition chain them down, 
but show an adaptability that is won- 
derful.

In summer tbe caribou feeds chiefly 


on common plants: it is especially 
fond of a broad-leafed grass, growing 
in wet places and around the barrens 
which are so numerous in various 
places in the interior of New Bruns- 
wick. 
In September, says Forest and 


Stream, you will find them on the bar- 
rens, feeding on the reindeer moss, of 
which they are very fond. They will 
dig for it when the'snow is nearly or 
quite 
four 
feet deep. They have 


been seen at this work when only their 
backs were visible above the sur- 
face of tbe snow. 
When there is/a 


crust on the snow, their operations at 
onto cease, as they are no longer able 
to work. 
Then they betake them- 


selves to the black moss which hangs 
from the trees whiob, skirt the barrens. 
This they will, however, never eat so 
long as they can get the genuine rein- 
deer moss. "Toward spring they ascend 
to the high lands and hardwood ridges, 
where they remain until the snow has 
left. The dark.and wbite caribou are 
often seen together in droves. 


Not one out of every ten famale 


caribou has horns; when they do have 
them, they are muctf smaller than 
those of the bnJL The horns of the' 
female have, however, in 
general, 


many more branches than those of the 
bull,* and they are much more regular- 
ly and finely formed. The cows carry 
their horns much longer than the 
bulls; they have been seen with their 
horns in the month of April. The old 
bulls shed theirs from the 10th to the 
last of November: they hardly ever 
carry them after tbe month of Novem-
